PROCEDURE GOVERNING Exports TO HOLLAND _ 


The War Trade Board announce that a trade arrangement has been 
concluded between the Netherlands Government and the Associated 
Governments. 


Pursuant to said arrangemont the following regulations, governing 
the procedure with respect to the issuance of licenses for the exporta- 
tion of commodities to European Holland, are effoctive immediately. The 
previous announcement with respect to such regulations (\/.1T.B.R. 287, 
October 25, 1918) is hereby withdrawn. 


1. Exporters should apply for licenses to the War Trade 
Board, Bureau of Exports, Washington, D. O,, using Form X and 
Such supplemental information sheets concerning the comnodity 
as are required. . 


&. Before filing applications for export licenses, expor- 
ters must obtain from the prospective importer in Holland. advice 
that there has beon issucd by the Netherlands Overseas Trust an 
Import Certificate covering the proposed consignment. 


3. The number of the Import Certificate of the Netherlands 
Overseas Trust should be forwarded by the importer in Holland 
to the .merican Exporter, and must be specified on Supplemental 
Information sheet 2-119 (or X=-102), which must be duly executed 
and annexed to the application for export license before same 
is filed with the War Trade Board. 


4, The i/ar Trade Board will now consider applications for 
the exportation to aropean Holland of all commodities, 


5. All shipments to Europcan Holland must be consigned 
directly to and only to the Uetherlands Overseas TRUST. 


; 6. Licenses will be valid only for shipment on vessels 
flying the Dutch flag.
